Government endeavoured tobe introduced; The Civil Rights, Propertyes, and Libertyes of the people in their perſons and Eſtates broken in pieces, lmpoſitions 
and Taxes on the * without example laid, aud increaſed in an exceſſive manner and meaſure, wheicby Thouſands of Fami lies have been ruined, and enforced 
to beg their bread; Manufacture at home liscouraged, Publique rade and Commerce abroad in errupted, The Nations become deeply indebted, and 8 
rally impoveriſhed; the reformed Proteſtant Churches abroad expoſed to great danger, wanting the wonted ſupport of 5nglangy which (under God) was the bull- 
wark and chief ſtrength ot . thꝛoughout all Chriſtendom, and finally che Engliſh Nation (which was always deſervedly) in fo high honor 
and eſtimation at home and abroad as it was bridle and terror to their Enemies, and a countenance, and ſupport to their friends, and allies.is now become we 
tremble and grieye to have ſo juſt cauſe ta ſpeak it) adcomand deriſion to all Nations round about us; and all this brought to pals to ſatisfy the Avarice, Ambie 
tion, Luſts, and fears of a fe incanſiderable perſons of Anabaptiſtical and other Fanatique ſpirits, who have made it cheir buſineſs to occaſion ſtill one trouble 
on the neck of another, ſo to embrofle and continue die Na ties in diviſion, War, and bloody confuliong, that ſober men might not have time,, os leaſure (with 
murity of judgment or Council) to look into the inwards of their deſigtrs or adings; And after 9.4 beheld all this with bleeding he:rts, and calling as 
miami chat when in December 1648. the (aid force Ws put upon the Parliament the then remaining Members ſent ſundry times to the Gencral to know why he 
Apniſoned theit Members, and deſi: ed him to fer thetti & diberty which was not done, and we gathering tram all this, that if the Houſe were once freed from ti 
force of an Army, and they again reſtored to Freedom and Liberty of ſitting, and acting, they would then upon the firmer grounds (in conſcience ol their dutyed 
to Gad and their Countrey, and in teitimony of their high reſentment of that breach of priviledges of the Parliament, have taken: into the Houſe thofe excludei 
Members, and filled vacant places by due and orderly elections of the people,) and after ſo many years unbappy interruption unite again in a full & Free Parliament, 
(and there aſſert the Rights and Priviledges ot Parliament, and Libertyes of the people, which from the very beginning of the War of Eagiand, have been not the 
leaſt ground of their _—_ with thedacc King, and ever ſince, and joyn their Councils and endeavours for reſtoring theſe Nations to Peace and Tranquillity. * 
Aud thence it was, that on the 14: .day of December 1659. ſeveral Officers ot: che Army here, on behalt of themſelves, and thôſe under their Commands 
by their joynt Declaration, Declared and Publiſhed their ſtedfaſt reſolutions re ahere to the Parliament in the defence of it's Priviledges, and the juſt Rights, and 
Libertyes of the people of theſe N itions as Men and Chriftians ; Tnwhich Declaration afterw irds concurred the whole Army of 4reland, but now finding much 
contrary to our expectations, that when the M-mbers of Parliament now afſembled at Weſtminfer, were in December 1659. (by an extraordinary providences) re- 
Sou to their Freedom and liberty of: ſitting and acting as in Parliament; and chat divers of thoſe formerly excluded Members of Parliameut onthe 2 7. of Secem· 
He711649, (as they had forme:ly done in Moy 1659:) offered themſelves to diſcharge their Truſts tor the ſeyeral Countyes and places for which they were electe 
_ and, formerly ſerved, thoſe their fellow Members a embed at Weſtminſter, did not onely deny them admigrance, bur alſo voted and ordered the utter excl 
Mthe excluded Members with this further addition, that none of them ſhould be choſen in future eleſtionð to ſit in this Parliament, whereby they have by a mote 
unnatural violence taken away from above the one half of the people of Znglend; their repreſentatives. in Parljament; and limicted and abridged in a high degree d 
Liberty and Freedom of the people in fu-ther elections, which denial and order of theirs in a time when they wereunder no force, is ſo much the more ſtrange in re- 
gard that in December 1648. when chey we e under aforce, they transferred that guilt from themſelves to the Army, and pretended a willingneſs to readmit thoſe 
— if ĩt were in their power as is formerly mentioned. # | 
And whereas Lt. Gen. Zu2low had placed in Ireiand ſeveral Officers who are uabaptiſts, and perſons of the like fanatique ſpirits,, (many of whom had been 
very active in the late conſpiracies and actinzs of the faRious part of the Army in Bugland, even againſt thoſe members of Parliament now ſitting at Weſfwivfer, of 
of which Officers ſo placed by Lt. Gen. Ledlaw';-ir was found neceſſary to purge the Army, and to put intheir places perſons more ſoberly minded and well affected 
tothe Parliament; yer ter alt that done, aad after Lt. Gen. Ladlom ſtood juſtly and deſervedly charged with High. Treaſon, the ſaid Lt. Gen, Ludlow himſelf, and 
ſome others of the li e principles wich him, were by à report from the Council of State propoſed to be appointed to govern not onely the Army, but alſo che 
whole Nation of 7eland, to the aſtoniſument ot the people and Army here, to the — thoſe perſons ſo well deſerving, te the hazard of the peace of the 
Nation and Army, (and which is above all) to the endangering even of —_— it ſelf. And here it is obſervable that thoſe Members now fitting at H 
by their Declaration of the 23. of Ian 1659. ſince their reſtitution to theirpreſent liberty of. ſitr ing) have publiſhed that extravagant Councils and actions, 
have engaged the Nations ina great debt and charge, which it ſeems necefſicatesrtheir laying a new increaſe of charge onthe Nations, and yet ſo indulgent they are 
to thole perſons that in a high degreecreated that neceſſity of ſo unreaſonably charging che and whoſe Eſtates might well bear a great part of that * 
without fo much as any ſuit made to them by thoſe Delinquenes, they granted chem i ity for their perſons and Eſtates, hereby it ſeems the 
Members no fitting at after, hould ic fit that thofe whoare of ſober ſpirite, and offeaded not the Parliament, ſhould out of their Eſtates pay for thoſe ex- 
-£r2xaganc mens Delinqueacie, rather then the Delinquents themſelves. And although the ſaid Le. Gen. Ladis and Itiler Corber Eſq; together with Col. 
T.lavet and Cal. Mt. Thewinſou ſtand impeachedfrom heace maſt jeftly af high-Treaſvn, and that charge ag unſt thembeing known to the Houſe, and there it 
- Qajning, yer they have admicted, tuo of thoſe perſons, nmel the laid Lte Gen Seat, and alles Corbes aftually ro it in che aid Houſe. 
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And now the greatneſs of thoſe miſeryes which have befallen theſe tk ee Nations in gensral, by ſuch late actings in England, and thoſe heightned wich may 


aggravations in che circumſtances of them, (oem and too long to be repeated) as ic harh begotten in us and in all good men in the three Nations deep im-

Inn contemplation whereof, and conſidering how God hath in his juſtice blaſted all attempts that ſince the year 1648. 
quility, and that after all the tryals and various changes of Government which we have in all that time with much long ſuffering and patience endured, there is no way viſible to us under 


Heaven whence deliverance may probably be wrought or expected, but from the care and wiſdom of a Free and full Parliament in England, which (by the experience ef all former ages 
hath been found the beſt and onely expedient for providing remedyes, to be applyed to ſo great and General mischiefs ariſing in Church or State. And conſidering alſo that the marks 
of the true Reformed Religion according to the word of God, and of the fundamental Laws of the Land, and of our now dying Libertyes and Freedom, are not yet ſo utte rly razed 
and de aced; but that ſome footſteps of thein do yet remain, ſo as (by the wiſdom of a full and Free Parliament) they may be again renewed and firmly re-eſtabliſhed and conldering 
luke wiſe chat our hopes of having the ſaid excluded Members reſtored, and of new elections to be made for vicant places, whereby there might be a fuil and Free Parliament, as there 
was on the fitth day of December 16 48. and the ancient and long conteſted for Libertycs of the people might be aſſerted, are much contrary to our expectations, and contrary to the 
fundamental Laws of the Land, and indeed contrary to all juſtice and reaſon become fruſtrated, and conſidering further how un juſt and unreaſonable atbing it is that ot above 300 Mem- 
bers, whereof the Commons Houſe of Parliament uſually conſiſted, there were but 44 or there bouts, when that Faral vote paſſed for the keeping out the aforeſaid excluded Members by 
the prevalency of a major part of the ſaid 44. perſons | iy much exceeding thoſe who voted then on the contrary i:de,) which aſſumes to it ſelf the Supream Authority, not onely of 
Eng/aud, but alſo of the three Nations, without preſident or example of any former age, there being above 250 hich ſtand eleven years excluded, without ſo much as the lealt offer 
of an impeachment acainſt them in all that time, which unexampled and unparallerd aſſumption in thoſe men is riot poſſible to continue but by the force ot an Army poiſoned with 
Anabaptiftical and corrupted principles, to the continual grief and unſupportable burden and charge of the three Nations 

And beſides that act of che aforeſaid perſons chafing away (for ſo it now appears} about 350. members, of above 50% choſen by all the ſeveral parts of Exglavd, according to the 
known Laws of the Land, to repreſent the whole Nation in P arliament. and after the forceable excluſion of ſo many that the 44. perſons remaining (amongſt whom we believes there 
are ſome worthy Patriots who are not ſo fully concurring in the atings of thereſt of their mmber as violently over voted by them, which is a further aggravation of the others guilt) ſhould 
dare to uſurp to themſelves as is formerly mentioned, contrary to ail Laws, the ſupream power not onely of England. but allo of Ireland and Scotlixd, is a thing which none but Con- 
querers or Tyrants would attempt, and in all circumffances is ſo hideous and monttruous to be endured by a free people, formerly famous to all the world for wiſdom and valour as the

he beginning of the late horrid Rebellion in Ireland, our brethren in Fngland have abundantly manifeſted a tender and 


And laſtly conſider ing that as in all ages, & more particularly ſince t 6 
compaſſionate ſence of the condition of Ireland, and were care iul to relieve us in our loweſt eſtate, as bone of their bone, and ficſh of their fleſn, which we do. and ſhall ever acknow - 


kdge with humble thankfulneſs, and (as a debt which we well know to be due from us to them above all people in the world, ) ſhall be forever as tender of their happineis and welfare as 
of our own, which indeed is involved in theirs, and without whom Ireland cannot be happy. We therefore remaining conſtant in the reaſons of our ſaid Declaration of the 14 of De- 
cember 1659. fox adhering to the Parliament in defence of it's priviledges, and the juſt Rights and Liberties of theſe Nations; all which we ſee no are apparently more and n ore vio- 


lated by the not admiſſion of the ſaid excluded members, and by not filling the vacant places, whereby the Houle might be full, and being freed from force, might uninterruptedly act ac- 
cording to their judgments and conſeiences towards reſcttling the peace of theſe Nations, which other wiſe in all humane probability can never be reſtored to peace and tranquility, 
We do therefore dec lare for a full and free Parliament in England, conſiſting not onely of thoſethat ſate on the x1 of Ofober 1659. but alſo of all ſuch of the Members of Parlament = 


ſoned, excluded, or withdravyn in December 1648 as are yet living, whom we deſire may be reſtored to the freedom and liberty ol fitting, and acting according to the truſts committe 
to them by the ſeveral Counties and places which did chute thein, that ſo they maybe no longer debatred from diſchargeing their (aid Truſts, ard that vacant places may be ſpeedily 
ſupplyed by free and due elections of the le, yet lo as none of the perſons to be admitted or elected be any of thoſe who have been in Arms, or otherwiſe ayding, abetting, 72 
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the late King or his ſon in the late war againſt the Parliament; and that the Houſe being fo filled, may proceed unanimouſly to conſult the beſt means for 1cſett'ing the peace of the Na-

ve doubt not bur all our Bretheren in the ſaid Nations, who duidam to be made Slaves, will joyn with us herein, as being with wiſdom and reaſon deſirous to deliver over to their Poſterity, - 
that liberty and freedom, which was conveyed to them at io dear a rate by our Anceſtors. And then we truſt, that by the great mercie of God, will ſpeedily tollow a happy ſettlement of 
theſe yet miſerable and d iſtracted Nations; and conſequently that the true Proteſtant Religion in the power and purity thereof may be eſtabliſhed; the Godly, Learned and Orthodox Mi- 
niſters of the Goipel maintained by their Tithes, and other their accuſtomed rights; their perſons ſupported and countenanced; the Univerſities and all other Seminarĩes of Learning che- 
riſhed ; Hereſies and Schiſms ſuppreſſed; needleſs Impoſitions and Taxes on the people removed; and no charge to be laid on any of the Nations without their own tree conſents, given by 
their repreſentatives in their ſeveral and reſpective Parliaments, Manufactures and publique Trade and Commerce, at home aud abroad aJvanced; Juſtice in its due and wonted courſe 
2dmmiſtred ; The juſt debts of the Nation ſatisfyed; The Treaſure and Revenue: thereof preſerved and returned to their right and proper Channels ; The arrears of the Army, and other 
_ debts duly ſatisfyed ; The Armyes and Forces continued in due obedience to the ſupream authority, and not preſume as ſome have dotic, to give Laws thereunto, which hath 
the root, of a great part of our miſeryes; The Nations enriched, united and ſtrengthned ; The Reformed Proteſtant Churches abroad ſupported and countenanced ; The Honour 
of the Engliſh Nation reſtored to the comfort of Friends and terror of Enemyes; The Plantation of Ireland in the bands of Adventurers and Soldiers, and other Engliſh and Proteſtants 
Advanced as a further ęcceſſion of honour and greatneſs to the Engliſh Nation; And fo by the bleſſing of God all will ſhortly terminate in the glory of God, the peace and tranqui · 
liry of theſe Nations, the ſtrengthning of them againſt forreign invaſion and inteſt ine Rebellion, and the comfort, contentment and ſatisfaction of all the good people in theſe Nations,
